The highest 
wheat yield per acre reported this 
season is 78 1-2 bushels per acre, 
produced on a farm twenty miles 
west of Lacombe, The champion- 
ship field of wheat in the standing 
field crop competition for the prov- 
ince for 1981 is situated twenty 
miles South of Lacombe. Threshers 
report an average yield of 40 bush- 
els of wheat per acre for 1981. Live 
etock produced in the district have 
won highest honours at all the lead- 
‘ing agricultural shows and exhibi- 
tions. 


‘Lacombe offers the manufacturer 


the wholesaler and the retailer great 
facilities for trade throughout the 


province in tat it is ideally situated 
from a_ transportation standpoint. 
Railways and gravelled highways ra- 


diate toward the North, South, East 
and West. Those toward the north 


‘ eomnect with Edmonton and the 


Peace River country. Those toward 
the south with Calgary, Banff, Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat. Those to- 
‘ward the east with Saskatoon and 


intervening towns, while those +o- 


ward the west connect with ‘the Blind- 
man Valley and Rocky Mountain 
House district. The Calgary-Edmon- 
ton highway is paved for twenty 
miles both north and south of La- 
combe. - 

The people of the Lacombe district 
fully appreciate the value of good 
roads. Improved transportation fa~ 
cilities have resulted in the stimu- 
lation of both business and recrea- 
tion in the district. While good roads 
have made it possible for our local 
people to shop in other towns and 
cities, the good roads have’ brought 
to Lacombe much more business than 
they have taken: away. Further than 
this, our local people are finding that 
our local merchants, because of lower 
taxes and cost of maintaining their 
stores, are able to meet and in many 
cases sell at lower prices than obtain 
in the larger cities. Lacombe with 
its: modern electric light and power, 
water and sewage system, ita good 
roads, its prosperous farmers, its 
good stores, churches, and hospital; 
its educational and recreational fac- 
ilities, is a good place in which to 
lve. 

Lacombe, in addition to the other 
organizations which go to make a 
community, has a toWn planning 
commission, 

Our commission has studied ithe 
highway problem in its relation to 
trafifc through the town and has 
concluded that it would be unwise to 
re-route the traffic just at present. 
With an increase in traffic, which is 
bound to come as the result of good 
roads, the route through the town 
will have to be changed to eliminate 
bad corners and dangerous crossings. 
The commission believes that the two 
major traffic systems, the railways 
and trunk highways, should parall- 
el each other through the business 
section of the town, Present fin- 
ances will not permit of such chang- 
es being made. 

Areas suitable for parks have been 
set aside for tater development. 
These projects when developed will 
give a park one block in extent im- 
mediately in front of Nelson School 
and a boulevard from the school 
southward to Barnett Avenue.

The town of Lacombe is consider 
ing paving the main thoroughfare 
through the town to connect the pav- 
ed pontions of the Calgary-Edmon- 
ton highway. In this work, improve- 
ments at dangerous corners and in- 
tersections suggested by the town 
planning commission will be put into 
effect. The improvement will make 
travel much safer and will add much 
to the beauty of the town.

I would like to take ‘my audience 
on a little trip through the Lacombe 


and makes a complete circuit of La- 
combe, Gull Lake, Sylvan Lake and 
Red Deer. One may continue on 
westward from Sylvan Lake to the 
Rocky Mountain House ind Nordege 
districts, one of the finest fish and 
big game portions of the Rocky 


Mountains. This ‘road already taps | 


the territory which will be opened 
up by the proposed Jasper-Banff 
scenic highway and serves a terri- 
tory rich in fish, game, coal, timber 
and agricultural produce. 

The first point of interest on the 
scenic highway .west of Lacombe is 
the golf course, the head-quarters of 
the Lacombe Golf and Country Club, 
The fact that one thousand visitors 
played over this course during the 
current season justfies the statement 
that this is the finest nine hole course 
in Alberta. If you are holidaying 
near or passing through Lacombe, 
put your clubs in the car and play a 
round on these beautiful fairways. 
Visitors are always welcome. 

A few minutes drive on the gravel 
highway through a beautiful mixed 
farming territory brings you to Gull 
Lake, the finest family resort in Al- 
berta. The outstanding features of 
this resort are the wonderful sand 
beach over two miles long and one 
hundred yards wide, as well as the 
public. park and picnic ground, 600 
foot pier and public bath ~ houses, 
which are maintained by the provin- 
cial government under the direction 
and supervision of the Director of 
Town Planning. These facilities are 
fully appreciated by the public. 

The Wrigley Swim and other Al- 
berta aquatic championships eventg 
are annually featured at Gull Lake. 


Excellent camping, boating, bathing, 


dancing and picnic facilities are av- 
ailable: Good fishing is possible 
with the daily limit as the rule ra- 
ther than the exception. Excellent 
eottages are available at reasonable 
rentals. The Baptist Summer Camp, 
the United Church Boys’ Camp - and 
Brownlow’s Landing are also located 
around the southern portion of Gull 
Lake. 

The bathing beach at Gull Lake is 
ideal for children. It consists of 
clean, white sand which extends out- 
ward into the lake for about one 
hundred yards before children get 
beyond their depth.

The Blindman Pool 


The Editor, 

The Western Globe. 
Dear Sir. 

The attention of members of the 
Blindman Vallzy Co-operative Asso- 
ciation has been directed to an art- 
icle that appeared in your paper of 
October 16th, 1931 under the caption 
‘Interesting Judgment.’’ This 
statement is not correct in that the 
Board of Railway Commissioners 
held that the Board had no jurisdic- 
tion and for that reason would not 
give judgment. “It has occurred +6 
‘members of the Association that, in 
view of the fact that your paper did 
nct have a representative at the hear- 
ing, the article was. inspired by 
someone who was anxious to make 
as good a case as possitie for the 
shippers of stock from the district 
west of Lacombe. It may be of in- 
terest to some of your ceaders to 
know that prior to the association 
being formed there were only four 
stockyard scales west of Lacombe, 
and only one belonged to a private 
shipper. Since that time the Associa- 
tion has installed scales at every 
point from Lacombe to Winfield, in- 
Cusive at a cost to the Association 
of over $10,000.00, Independent. 
shippers own only one set of scales 
which is at Bentley, Abberta. The 
Association allowed private shippers 
the use of the scales from 1923 un- 
til 1929 when according to 4nfor- 
mation given the Association, certain 
private shippers or their employees 
abused the privileges given them, 
even to the extent of weighing their 
stock for which no payment was 
made to the Association, and dam- 
ged the property of the Alssociation 
so greatly that the Association was 
obliged to lock the scales and only 
permit them to be used when a rep- 
resentative of the Association was in 
charge, Even then the Association 
charged only the actual cost to it 
of the service given. 

According to information given the 
Board of Railway Commissioners by 
one of the independent shipperg they 
shipped 2130 hogs and 230 catthe 
' from the district surrunding Rimbey, 
in the year 1930. If they had paid 
the scale of charges for weighing 
this livestock as provided by the Can- 
edian Pacific Railway, tariff appli- 
cable to the Company’s Stock Yard 
Scales, not as stated in your anticle 
as the ‘‘Standard Tariff’’ they 
would have paid the munificent sum 
of $75.40 to the Association in re- 
turn for the use of the Association’s 
equipment which it cost thousands 
of dollars to instal. 

The Association leased sites from 
the Lacombe and North Western 
Railway Company, without any re- 
strictions on the use of the sites, and 
then spent a very considerable 
amount of money in instaHing equip- 
ment to provide service for their 
members, Private shippers are now 
trying to make use of these installa- 
tions witheut expense to themselves 
except (the payment of charges whieh 
would not pay any proper return to 
the Association, and at the sam: time 
make their boasts that they will ev- 
entually break the Association. The 
fact that the membeiship of the As- 
sociation is increasing each year is 
very good proof that it has nothihg 
to fear from its opposition. 

The Asseciation is stil' the lessee 
under these leases which do not give 
the Company the right to dictate to

to work on a basis of standardizction, of prices 
that will meet the requirements of the standards 
mentioned in these articles. These representatives 
to meet together in. conference within their re- 
spective provinces dnd work out their plans with 
the political members of the province. From 
these provincial economie representatives could be 
chosen twelve men (mvre or less, as circumstances® 
determine) to confer with the central government 
at Ottawa. Representatives on a somewhat simi- 
lar scale from all countries of the world can be 
chosen whe will confer ether in a round table 
conference on the economic questions, will be the 
basis whereby a more complete understaadi of 
the needs and requirements of the world at large 
can be obtained and their adjustment of such pro- 
blems brought about, 

. NINTH--When queations of dispute arise between 
nations whieh might terminate in war, the causes 
for such disputes are to be clearly set out and placed 
beforé the people of such nations, gnd a vote of the 
people taken as to whether such questiong are to 
be settled by war or otherwise. 

_ {b) By placing before the people of all the prin- 
cipal nations of the world the opportunity of voting 
on the questien of disarmament would bring about 
a truer understanding of the position taken by peo- 
ple on this matter, and that. governments and 
“Leagues of Nations’’ be called upon to stand by 
such decisions. An assumanee of peace through the 
mandate of the people will be of inestimable value 
to the world both morally and. spiritually es well 

as rnancially. ;

Besides, as we all know, the Un- 
ited States, dollar is intrinsically 
quite respectable, and being on the 
gold standard, like our own is above 
monetary reproach, True, perhaps, 
fifty per cent of the world’s gold, is 
a \ittle too much gold standard for 
anybody to sit on, and not put it to 
work, but that is a question for the 
bankers which we do not profess to 
argue here. 

The Canadian dollar, on the other 
hand, represents a handpicked popu- 
lation—a little exiguous may be, but 
healthy and virtuous—with a pro- 
found respect for constituted author- 
ity, Life, limb and property are safe 
hete where British justice holds the 
fort and the gangsters, the racketeer 
and the murderer do not enter iy 
save at their own risk and get short 
shrift when they arrive.

These are the facts and figures 
which reassure us that our Canadian 
dollar has no reason to feel ashamed 
in the best company, and we are a 
prey to mild wonder that Uncle Sam 
does not see us in the same favorable 
light, 

In the last quarter of a century 
there never has been atime when. the 
Uanadian dollar wasn’t quite as good 
as anything the United States could 
give us in exchange, and border cit- 
ies like Detroit and Buffalo, which 
know what our money means, have 
always treated us on equal termé. 

‘Further inland where the distance 
was greater and the ignorance deep- 
er, we have had to accept insults in 
some cases amounting to twenty per 
cent, and have even been told that 
our money was ‘‘no good’’ when 
American banks were taking it at 
par, Sometimes we pocketed the in- 
sult and bought the goods; sometimes 
we pocketed our money and left the 
necktie on the counter, the latter be- 
ing the manly course to pursue. 

We note with interegt that British 
Columbia fishermen wild not sell fish 
to Seattle buyers except on a tit-for- 
tat basis, They hold that, if our 
money is worth ten per cent. less in 
the United States, Untted States 
money is worth ten per cent. less in 
Canada, and all transactions are put 
through on that footing. 

It takes a dollar and ten cents oi 


American money to buy a dollars 
wovth of Canadian fish in British 
Columbia, and we are persuaded 


that this is a sound economic policy. 
If we don’t stand up for our ownh 
money, we can hardly expect outsid- 
ers, however friendly otherwise to do 
it for us.

Thousands of salmon recently 
“took the elevator” on their way 
to the spawning grounds in the 
upper sections of the Stamp River, 
British Columbia, when they used 
the fishway built by the Canadian 
Government Department of Fish- 
eries to overcome the tumbling 
waters at Stamp Falls. 


With the departure on October 1 
of the big Sikorsky amphibian 
plane for Boston, the Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways concluded their ser- 
vice between Boston and Halifax 
which was inaugurated August 1. 
In August, 70 passengers were 
carried on the southbound trips 
and 67 northbound in 18 flying 
days. 


Manitoba's threshing was prac- 
tically complete for 1931 in the 
first weex of October, according 
to the weekly crop statement of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway de- 
partment of agriculture. Sas- 
katchewan was then 61 per cent. 
threshed and Alberta 65 per cent., 
with northern areas in each pro- 
vince still holding heavy crops 
ripening for the machines.
